This letter responds to your February 6, 2018 Freedom of Information Act/Privacy Act 
request seeking records pertaining to your complaint. OPR received your letter on February 27, 
2018 and your completed Certification of Identity form on March 20, 2018. Your request has 
assigned your request number FI8-00077. Please refer to that number in any correspondence 
pertaining to this matter. 

Because you are seeking records pertaining to Federal Bureau of Prisons employees 
stemming from your complaint, I have decided to neither confirm nor deny the existence of such 
records pursuant to Exemptions 6 and 7(C) of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), (7)(C). Even to 
acknowledge the existence of law enforcement records on another individual would constitute a 
clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy and could reasonably be expected to constitute 
an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. This is our standard response to such requests and 
should not be taken to indicate that records do, or do not, exist. 

For your information, Congress excluded three discrete categories of law enforcement and 
national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552(c) (2006 & Supp. 
IV 2010). This response is limited to those records that are subject to the requirements of the 
FOIA. This is a standard notification given to all our requesters and should not be taken to indicate 
that excluded records do, or do not, exist.
